Such is the indication given by 
the survey made by the Central 
Labor Council on rent boosts since 
decontrol in Oakland and Berkeley.

“That's the pattern, that’s the way 
they’re doing it,” Ash commented. 
“They raise it, and then a little later 
they raise it again.” 


Going on the basis of the returns 
so far, Ash figures that the boosts 
on all grades of rental property re- 
ported on average 36 per cent. The 
lower paid workers occupying places 
formerly under $55 are thus the 
most heavily hit, since, as stated 
above, their boosts average 47% per 
cent.

Assemblyman Dunn Writes to Truman, | 


Urging Steel For Our Public Schools 


November 2, 1951 
The Honorable Harry S. Truman 
President of the United States 
The White House 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Mr. President: 


As a member and Chairman of 
the Assembly Committee on Educa- 
tion of the California State Legis- 
lature for the past nine years, I 
have been deeply concerned with 
the shortage of school housing in 
the state. 


This has been brought about by 
several factors principally, inability 
to finance school housing construc- 
tio during the depression; inability 
to build during the war years; and 
most important the overwhelming 
increase in the population of Cali- 
fornia of school age or below school 
age children. 

While California’s total popula- 
tion increased by 53 per cent be- 
tween 1940 and 1950, its percentage 
increase of school age and pre- 
school children is much greater. The 
most critical school housing short- 
age, however, in California is in so- 
called “bedroom communities” 
which only 4 or 5 years ago were 
strictly rural in character but which 
because of the mass production of 
homes which has ensued since the 
war are almost new cities, except 
that the school housing needs of 
these communities have not been 
met. 

It would be totally unfair to base 
requests for steel for school build- 
ings in such communities on the 


amount they may have used in the 
past. Similarly, it would be unjust | 
to deny steel on the same basis to 
any district which former ly was | 
unable to finance its building needs 
until they received help from state 
or federal sources. 

We have evolved a program in| 
California for meeting the barest | 
minimum school building needs for 


these communities but which is now | 


threatened by the failure of the De- 
fense Production Administration to 
allocate sufficient steel to continue 
this school building program in 
effect.

The League Reporter, official publication of Labor's League 
for Political Education, has put out an interesting issue which 
will certainly fail to be distributed widely by Congressman John 
J. Allen, Jr. 

Labor’s League for Political Education. it will be remembered 
by most of our readers, is the AFL's national political arm. 

The League Reporter lists nine key votes taken during the 
1951 session of the Congress. 

Congressman Allen, from the point of view of labor and 
liberals in general, voted wrong on all nine issues. 


On the other hand, not one wrong vote was marked up against 
Congressman George P. Miller. 


It is not merely that Allen is a Renublican and Miller a Demo- 
crat. Allen is a reactionary, and Miller is a liberal.

‘Allen Helnod Restore Dictatorial 
Powers to House Rules Committee 


A GOP-Dixiecrat alliance on January 3 restored to the House 
Rules Committee the power to keep proposed legislation off the 
floor. 


This power to pigeonhole bills was used to kill liberal legisla- 
tion which might have carried if it had reached the floor. 

Allen was Johnny-on-the-job to vote for this reactionary 
scheme. 


He Helped Cut Housing Units Down 
To 5000 From Original 135.000 


Allen voted May 4 for the measure which cut down appropria- 
tions so that only 5000 units of housing, instead of the 135,000 
provided for under the 1949 Housing Act. 


The House later reversed itself and voted for 50,000 units. 


He Attempted to Shift Burden of 
Income Tax Boost to Workingmen 


Allen voted June 22 for a measure which was defeated in the 
House. This measure would have shifted the burden of the 
income tax boost to the working people. 


The reactionary measure would have attempted to kill the 
flat percentage increase on every taxpayer. 


He Voted to Legalize Hiring of 
Wetback Laborers in the U.S. 


On June 27 he voted for the measure authorizing low-paid 
Mexican labor to enter this country, and making lawful the hir- 
ing of illegally entered wetbacks to compete with American 
labor. 


He Voted For Higher Meat Prices 
By Refusing to Authorize Quotas 


On July 20 Congressman Allen voted to prevent the Adminis- 
tration from regulating the price of meat. This measure forbade 
livestock marketing quotas, which are essential for preventing 
meat from going to black markets. 


He Voted to Legalize High Food 
Prices by Forbidding Rellbacks 

On July 20 he voted for legalizing high prices by voting to 
prevent rollbacks on agricultural commodities. 


He Voted to Forbid Regulation 
Of Gambling in Food Markets 


On July 20 he voted to forbid regulation of gambling in food 
market commodities. Market control is needed to prevent specu- 
lation in foodstuffs boosting their prices. 


He Tried to Aid Land Speculators 
In Areas Around Defense Plants 


On August 15, Allen tried to help the land speculators by 
voting for an attempt to kill the Government's power to regulate 
land speculation in isolated areas around defense plants. Specu- 
lation has to be prevented by the Government condemning and 
acquiring surrounding land. 


‘Allen Voted to Cut Aid to Europe 
Which W ould Have Helped Workers 


On August 17 Congressman Allen voted to cut $350,000,000 
from economic aid to Europe. The money was needed to 
strengthen economically our allies and to improve the conditions 
of workers there. 


Allen’s Record Wholly Bad, But 
Miller’s Reeord is Wholly Good!

The moral is plain: in 1952 organized labor will wish to re- 
elect Miller and replace Allen with a Congressman who votes 
for the people, not against them.

be said that a good labor move- 
ment is one which has a good labor 
press.

A GOOD LABOR EDITOR must 


be: (a) A good citizen; (hb) a good 
journalist; (c) a good trade un- 
ionist. 


AS A GOOD CITIZEN he must 


‘|be prepared to challenge any con- 


cerpts or policies or leaders within 
the labor movement he believes are 
harmful to the true interests of 
the republic and of the world com- 
munity to which the republic be- 
longs. 

He must, in short, think for him- 
self, and not he mere _ passive 
mouthpiece for whatever group of 


current labor Jeaders happen to 
dominate. 
He must try to contribute his 


thought and as much of his space 
in the paper as he dares to ase for 
that purpose, to the developing of 
a philosophy of labor's place in the 
republic and in the world. 


As a good journalist, he must be 
prepared to receive much criticism 
from labor people who fail to sub- 
ordinate immediate interests or per- 
sonal ambitions to the long-range 
interests of labor. 

He must insist on printing the 
news that is adverse to labor or 
to its current crop of leaders, as 
well as the good news, and thereby 
must constantly hold to the highest 
ideal of American journalism. 

He must always try to make his 
news columns factual 
tive, \and his editorial discussion 
something more than mere plati- 
tudineus propaganda for his team. 

He must use every means in his 
power to persuade the labor lead- 
ers under whose thumb he works— 
he must use every means in his 
power to persuade them that an 
honestly edited paper is the best 
public relations instrument for the 
labor movement. 

AS A GOOD TRADE UNIONIST 
he should conscientiously acquaint 
himself with the history of the 
labor movement in the world, in 
his country, and in his community. 

He should report honestly and 
fully the opinions of labor people 
whom he strongly disagrees with. 

He should realize that the labor 
movement, like every other great 
social institution, is an evolving 
organism many of whose motives 
and customs develops for reasons 
he cannot fathom, and that no mat- 
ter how hard he strives to be a 
good citizen and a good journalist, 
as a good trade unionist he finds 
himself compelled to go along with, 
and tolerate institutional customs 
and ideas which remain a puzzle 
to him 

To do this he must have a firm 
faith in trade unionism. 

HE WILL OFTEN WONDER 
how he can achieve the goals of 
all three functions outlined. He 


| will often feel that it is very hard 


to be a good citizen, good journal- 
ist, good trade unionist, all at the 
same time. 

How is he to do it? Flippantly 
we could answer: God knows! 

Seriously we cquld suggest: Per- 
haps God really is the only one 
who does know, and only by prayer, 
meditation and earnest solitary 
thought can he achieve even an 
approximation of his task.

STATE FED BLASTS 


(C OF C CHARGES 


State Federation News Service 
In the October issue of its 
monthly bulletin, “Economic Intelli- 


gence,” the U. S. Chamber of Com- | 


merce cites two major causes for 
1951 inflation: (1) the worldwide 
trend toward a “welfare state”; 
(2) rising military outlays. 

As the U. S, Chamber knows, the 
“welfare state” expenditures have 
had little to do with increased taxes 
in America. 

Since 1939, general government 
costs have increased from $6,400,- 
000,000 per year to $12,200,000,000. 
However, this total includes all 
costs other than those of a military 
nature, and the “welfare state” 
items would be a tiny fraction of 
the total. 

During the same 11-year period, 
costs connected with war have risen 
from $2,700,000,000 to $59,400,000,000 
per year. 

For example, in President Tru- 
man’s proposed budget for 1952, 
military service expenses are 58 per 
cent of the total, and payments to 
veterans of past military engage- 
ments are 7 per cent. 

What the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce failed to tell its readers was 
the startling truth that “social se- 
curity, welfare, and health” ex- 
penses in the proposed 1952 burget 
amount to only 2.5 per cent of the 
total.

OF THE MANY FREEDOMS 
which we in this country boast 
about, freedom of speech is prob- 
ably nearest our hearts. We've got 
it all over the iron curtain coun- 
tries because any American any 
time, can say just about anything 
he pleases about anything or any- 
body, within certain decencies and 
laws of libel. 

We are inclined to believe that 
only if we were conquered in war 
would we lose this freedom. Paul 
G. Hoffman, president of the Ford 
Foundation and former ECA direc- 
tor, fears more subtle enemies, how- 
ever. 

All too many people, he says, are 
ready to pillory anyone holding un- 
popular views. 


“As a result,” he goes on to say,” 
of our fellow citizens 


far too many cases decisions, often 
in high places, have been influ- 
enced by fear. 

“In short, the danger of Com- 
munist penetration and disruption 
has been compounded by the spread 
of panic.” 

The truth is, a lot of free-born, 
upstanding Americans don’t really 
have as much moral courage as 
they sometimes think they do. As 


more and more pressures are put; 


upon us, our fears grow. 

We are afraid of endangering 
our jobs, or our social positions, or 
our political ambitions. Or we are 
just plain afraid. 


The antics of Senator McCarthy 
and others like him have made a 
lot of people afraid to speak their 
minds, especially if their thoughts 
are of the liberal persuasion. No 
one wants to be labeled a Com- 
munist. 

The fact is, liberalism and Com- 
munism are poles apart. But a lot 


; : | of people don't stop to think it all 
practices ‘out 


and are inclined to be either 


influenced or frightened by fol- 
lowers of the McCarthy line. 
Our best defense against Com- 


| munism is,the preservation of those 


freedoms which we hold dear, right 
here at home. 

We don't need to shoot off our 
mouths or throw our weight about, 
but we should be ready at all times 
to speak out in defense of prin- 
ciples which we believe right. 

It may often take a good deal of 
courage to do this. We may even 
have to suffer a bit at times for it 
it’s what we've got to do 
we are to go on being Americans. 

Now is no time to panic. Let's
